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SNOW STORM STOPS 

THRESHING AGAIN 


Crops'Yield Much Btttei 

Than Expected— Fifty- 
Three Bushels Per 
Acre is Best Yield 

After a week’s (rood threshing 
weather the work has again been 
interfered with, rain falling on 
Monday and snow on Tuesday, 
and threshing will be held up for 
a few days, until the end of the 
week, at least. 

The previous snowstorm was 
sufficiently cleared away to allow 
operations to be re-commenced a 
week last Monday, when thresh¬ 
ing became general throughout 
the district During thgl time 
some good yields have been re¬ 
ported. 

Mr. A. Roy threshed 125 acres! 
of wheat and received therefrom 
6,000 bushels, an average of 40 
bushels to the acre. The first 
shipment of this went No. 1 nor¬ 
thern. Dorseh brothers got 31 
bushels to the acre on stubble, 
and 40 uushels 
Summer fallow. 


threshed a quarter section sum¬ 
mer fallow and got 48 bushels to 
the acre. Mr. Lommatzsch's 
crop has yielded the heaviest in 
this district as far as we have 
heard. His summer fallow went 
a trifle better than 53 bushels to 
the acre, and the fall ploughing 
30 bushels to the acre. Mr. E.M. 
Hollester reports an average of 
39 bushels from a half section. 
The crop of Mr. Fred U. Glass 
averaged 4<H bushels. 

While the threshing was on 
there was a continual stream of 
grain from all quarters hauled to 
the elevators, and for the best 
part of last week there was a 
shortage of cars. The enfor ced 
halt brought about by the break 
in the weather, however, ought 
to do something to help the sit¬ 
uation to get more into line.

BETTER SEED CRAIN 

With the object of creating a 
special grade of grain of auperior 
quality for seed, the government 
haa passed an order-in-council 
under the authority of the Dom¬ 
inion Seed act creating the fol¬ 
lowing grades exclusive for seed 
purposes: 

Number 1 Canada western seed 
oats shall be composed of No. 1 
or No. 2 C. W.; oats shall contain 
95 per cent of white oats, sound 
clean and free from other grain; 


shall be free from weed seed and 
ahall weigh not less than 45 lbs. 
to the buahel. 

No. 3 Canada western seed 
barley shall be compoeed of the 
six-rowed variety, sound, plump, 
free from other grain, of fair 
color, free from noxious weed 
seeds and shall not weigh leaa 
than 45 pounds to the bushel. 

No. 1 Manitoba northern seed 
ahall be composed of 85 per 
cent of red fife, or 85 per cent 
of Marquis wheat, sound, clean 
and free from noxious weed seeds 
weighing not leaa than 60 pounds 
to the bushel. 

For No. 1 seed purposes Red 
Fife and Marquis wheat shall be 
kept separate. 

No. 2 seed wheat shall be com¬ 
posed of grades No. 2 northern. 
No. 3 northern or No. 3 slightly 
frosted of Red Fife or Marquis, 
when recleaned shall' be practi¬ 
cally free from other grain and 
noxious weed seeds, and the 
weight not less than 58 pounda 
to the bushel. For No. 2 seed 
purposes Red Fife and Marquia 
wheat ahall be kept separate. 

No grain ahall be accepted for 
seed which will require a large 
dockage to clean.

Princes* Patricia’s 

Reinforcements to Get Across Very 
Quickly ss Result ol New 
Plan 

Owing to slow recruitinw which is 
prevalent everywhere y present, 
many units are compelled to remain 
in Canada for a much longer period 
than they expected. The reinforce¬ 
ments for the Patricia's have over¬ 
come that difficulty bv sending their 
men across by Iota of fifty. In this 
way drafts leave every six weeks or 
two mofiths, or as soon as tbe men 
arc recruited and practically trained. 
One draft has already gone overseas 
and will soon be in France, and only 
a few more men are needed to com¬ 
plete the next draft. 

On account of this method of 
sending their men Across, the 6th, 
Universities Company never show a 
strength much over fifty, which some¬ 
times gives the impression that the 
Company Is not recruiting. 

Several splendid men have been 
taken on the strength lately. The 
number at present on strength in¬ 
cludes nine qualified lieutenants who 
are proceeding overseas in the ranks 
and taking their promotion in Eng¬ 
land or France. The Patricia’s is a 
specially suited unit for these men, 
as Major Gault and the senior offi¬ 
cers always try to follow the policy 
of taisiug a man from the ranks who 
knows the traditions and spirit of the 
Kegimrnt, rather than taking on men 
from other regiments. At least ten 
of the officers at present with the 
Patricia’s are men who have gained 
their promotion in this manner. 

The reinforcements for the Patric-1 
ia's are being recruited at Ifolaon 
Hall, IfcGill University, Montreal, 
where their training is facilitated by 
the use of some of the university 
buildinxa and grounds. The unit re¬ 
mains there for all its training on this 
aids and goes to England without 
first going to camp.

People in Central Empires Today 

Not a Constitutional Factor 

The London Morning Post's Buda¬ 
pest correspondent quotes a promin¬ 
ent Hungarian professor as saying in 
a lecture: 

"There is no such constitutional 
factor as the people nowadays either 
in Germany or Hungary. The so- 
called representatives in Parliament 
i are only the toys of the men in pow- 
er. Their utterances do not count, 
>nd their actions are limited by the 
Interests of the rulers calling thern- 
' selves the State, especially in Hun¬ 
gary, where the people are classified 
as suspects and non-suspects. 

"This condition is almost as much 
a feature of the war as the army it¬ 
self. The people are placed under 
the instruction of "armed might," and 
as long as this stands there are no 
people in a political or constitutional 
1 sense." 

The correspondent supports this 
contention, adding that these circum¬ 
stances explain why prominent 
thinkers say the war can end only in 
ja revolution wherein tbe army will 
• have to take the lead. 

Alligator Industry Thriving 

The present demand for alligators 
is reported to be rapidly increasing 
owing to the limited supply in the 
presence of a growing market lhe 
few alligator fanners in the United 
States arc prospering. Alligators 
have to be fed on-meat, but they 
need no food from September 1st to 
May 1st, for tjiis is their hibernating 
season, when they do not eat at all. 
Alligator skins are used for making 
bags, suitcases, purses, belts, cush¬ 
ion covers, etc, and the teeth and 
bones are made into cuff links, pa- 
perkntves, whistles, and many forms 
of cheap jewellery and ornaments. 
I The skins are worth from 50 cents to 
$2.50 apiece, according to size and 
quality. More money, however, is 
made by selling live baby alligators 
to museums and for P?ts. It is said 
that the State of Florida receives 
more than $1,000,000 a year from al¬ 
ligators.

Tnese 
are healthy symptoms. On the 
threshold of a third year of war Can¬ 
ada is amassing wealth at a rate un¬ 
exampled in few, if any, of the Al¬ 
lied countries. 

But with this increasing wealth 
comes the call for thrift ana the ne¬ 
cessity of applying surplus savings 
to higher purposes than the satisfy¬ 
ing of individual tastes snd cravings. 
Parsimony and extravagance are 
equally reprehensible in these davt of 
war. In the monthly letter of the 
Bank of Commerce attention is di¬ 
rected to the warning words- of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Right Hon. Reginald McKenna, who 
exposes the fallacy underlying the 
argument that expenditure of money 
at home, for whatever purposes, in¬ 
creases prosperity: 

"It is often necessary in dealing 
with problems of war expenditure to 
speak in terms of money, but think¬ 
ing of those problems exclusively in 
terms of money often leads people 
very much astray. For example. 1 
have heard it said that thi more 
money that is spent on home prod¬ 
ucts the better, because the more 
money is circulated the greater the , 
prosperity. This is s profound error. 

I What the nation needs is goods, la-1 
bor, and services for the successful 
prosecution of the wsr. Everyone's I 
work is wanted either directly or in-, 
directly for this purpose, whether for 
supplying our fighting forces or for 
making goods for export with which 
to pay for necessary import*. Ex¬ 
penditure on non-essentials, whether 
produced at home or abroad, diverts 
capital and labor that can ill be spar¬ 
ed to purposes which do not help us 
in winning the .war.” 

The great essential need in this 
third year of the campaign is to sup¬ 
ply the sinews of war. in this Can¬ 
adians may aid materially by apply¬ 
ing their surplus savings—savings not 
only from surplus revenue, but sav¬ 
ings effected by abstaining from 
needless expenditure on non-essen¬ 
tials—in taking up the war loan 
stock. . . . There are few .in 
Canada who do not yearn for some 
opportunity of helping to smash the 
enemy. It is not given to everyone 
to do this on the field of battle. But 
by the husbanding of all our national 
resources, by a rigid policy of thrift. 
Governments and people may do 
much to ease the burden of war in 
the days to come by applying avail¬ 
able savings to investments of this 
character. In this way. If in no other. 
Canadians may feel the conscious 

{ ►ride that comes to every man who 
s “doing his bit" in this war.—Tor¬ 
onto Globe.

Dairying v. General Farming 
Hoard's Dairyman recently took a 
census of twenty Wisconsin farms on 
which dairying is the chief line and 
compared these with twenty other 
I farms producing general farm crop 
lines. The Fesult showed average 
net profits of $2,733.90 on the 
dairy farms and $491.95 on the gen¬ 
eral crop farms. Those figures illus¬ 
trate the whole agricultural history i 
;of Wisconsin. In 1859 Wisconsin I 
held first place as a wheat-growing | 
state. Grain-growing on the one-crop 
method, followed year after year, 1 
rapidly exhausted the soil, yields be¬ 
gan to fall fast, and one crop after 
another was lost by the prevalence 
of insect pests snd plant diseases be¬ 
cause of the lack of rotation. Cheaper 
lands farther west more suitable for 
one-crop farming caused an exodus 
of people from the state, and the far¬ 
mers thst remained in the state rec¬ 
ognized that something had to be 
done to improve the soil and make 
.farming profitable once more. Diver- 
Isified farming began to creep in un¬ 
til the dairv cow came, stopped the 
.panic, and has now made it possible 
once more to grow grain.

Among Nations 

No Peace Agreement With Germany 
Worth the Paper it Would 
Take ~ 

, The Army and, Navy Gazette, the 
well-known service weekly, discuss¬ 
ing peace terms, says as follows: 

I "Once again there are signs that 
Germany is preparing a peace propa¬ 
ganda and that a select body of ear¬ 
nest men has been engaged to go 
about the country misleading the peo¬ 
ple and endeavoring to convey the 
impression that Germany is ready to 
make peace—of a kind—but that her 
enetnies, who refuse to know when 
they ate beaten, wifi not listen to the 
terms which Gerffiany once more 
holds out. The peace which Ger¬ 
many wants is one the terms of which 
iaiII give her all the spoils of vietdrv, 
and the peace conference which the 
German nation is to be invited to 
visualize is one of the old-fashioned 
kind at which the victor, in this case 
represented by Germany, sits at the 
head of a long table and does all the 
talking while everybody else listens 
obsequiously and signs whatever doc¬ 
uments are put before them. This 
may be Germany's idea of a peace 
conference, but we may aisert, with¬ 
out much fear of contradiction, that 
1 France. Belgium, Russia, Serbia, 
{Great Britain and the rest of the Al¬ 
lies have formed other views. If the 
conference is held, Germany will be 
excluded, the terms will be decided in 
her absence and they will be an¬ 
nounced to her for immediate accept¬ 
ance. There can, we believe, be no 
peace which will be agreed to by 
those nations which have suffered 
most and whose voice* will therefore 
j carry most weight, wfcich does not 
I include sentence of pgsishincnt; and 
we shall not ask Germany to sign anv 
paper, for we have learned by experi¬ 
ence that neither her word nor h»r 
bond have any value, that she is with¬ 
out honor among nations and that 
, she makes peace not because she 
{chooses but bccauac she must."

Tommy Atkins Thinks It a Sham* 
to Deprive Germans of Such 
Luxuries 

"As in many places, the Germaa 
dug-outs arc proving very useful."

,at the enemy the old, old proverb: 
Sic vos, non vobis acdificatia—Frits 
'built not for himself but for Tommy. 

|'It was a shame to take them »mv,' 
said one; and another, ’Fritz will be 
(getting honicrick.’ One of the 'Jvti¬ 
le rs ‘homes’ has fifty beds in it. It 
is a mansion or s barracks or a fort. 
| We have never dug such placet; per¬ 
haps because we were lazier, perhaps 
because we felt that we had *akcn 
only a short lease. The trenches here 
have peculiar interest, as we and the 
enemy both occupy the old German 
front line, which we attack daily from 
itself, moving up and along, never 
frontally. The method is necessary 
to the position, but is not all advant¬ 
age, for the Boche had foreseen even 
this and made arrangements to 
sweep, rake, or enfilade the captured 

E assages of his own house. And a 
ibyrinth is not easier to thread 
from the side than the front."

Expecta Lon? War 

Another French Statesman Declares 
France Will Bear All Sacrifices 
A difficult and prolonged struggle 
before tke war is ended was prophe¬ 
sied by former Premier Viviani, who 
is Minister of Justice in the present 
Cabinet. In an address before the 
General Council of the Department 
of Creusc, held at Gueret, he aaid: 

"Although victory is certain it will 
require hard and prolonged efforts 
to break Prussian militarism and 
prevent recurrence of its crimes. 
I lirrr can be no peace before the 
attainmnt of victory, before ade¬ 
quate reparation is made and before 
justice triumphs.” 

In sn address before the General 
Council «>( tl>" Department of Aube, 
Bicnvenu Martin, former Minister of 
Justice, said: 

"The French will not submit to 
the peace of the German Emperor, 
who boasted he would 'force his ad¬ 
versaries to accept peace on bended 
knees. They will accept only such 
a peace as assures them legitimate 
reparations, as well as their indepen¬ 
dence and security, and they will 
bear patiently all sacrifices in order 
{thst, in conjunction witji the efforts 
of their faithful allies, such a peace 
may be imposed."

A good many years ago, when the 
present Kaiser was a youth, he was 
on a visit to his grandmother, Quern 
Victoria, and while walking in the 
{grounds of a certain Royal domain 
lie was boasting ‘ of the Vise of *tbc 
Hohenzollerns and the future great¬ 
ness of his house. Among the lad¬ 
ies who accompanied him was one 
who had certain powers of clairvoy¬ 
ance, and it was noticed that after 
the Prince had made his. boast as 
they stood on the side of an orna¬ 
mental lake, the lady, pointing to it, 
said: "When they cut hay from the 
bottom of that lake the Hr>hrn*^|.

Commandeering Wheat. 

The question which is in the 
mind of every farmer these days 
is as to whether the Government 
will commandeer the wheat again 
as was done last year, and the 
purchase of the Australian wheat 
by the Imperial Government is 
stimulating the surihise that 
something of the sort may be 
done. 

As to whether such will be the 
case one cannot say, but we must 
remember that whatever is done 
will only be carried out for the 
provisioning of ppft of the Em¬ 
pire. It must liot be forgotten 
that we have a determined an¬ 
tagonist in Germany, one who is 
keen to get the best of us in any 
and every way, not omitting the 
wheat market, as those who re¬ 
member her wheat buying in 
Roumania will admit And it is 
against such strokes as this that 
the Government has to prepare. 
Germany might buy one hundred 
million dollar’s worth of wheat 
on option in the United States to¬ 
morrow, and store it with the 
sole idea of boosting prices and 
forcing Great Britain to pay at 
least fifty per cent more. Again¬ 
st this game Great Britain ia wise 
to commandeer the wheat and 
thereby secure to herself the re¬ 
quisite amount and at the same 
time keep German speculation in 
the background.
